The sit-in came one day after 
the Labour Ministry accused 
Jordanian businessmen of de- 
liberately creating difficult condi- 
tions for Jordanians seeking em- 
ployment to give themselves the 
pretext to demand permission for 
non- Jor danian workers. 

The accusation was made by 


Khasawneh in a statement to the 
Jordan News Agency, Petra. He 
said local businessmen prefer 
foreign workers who receive less 
pay and work longer boms. 

Some businessmen try to find 
ways to avoid applying foe minis- 
try’s regulations and they, more 
often turn not, try to get foreign 
workers to do jobs for which they 
do not obtain work p ermi t s , Khar 
sawneh added.

Jordan is asking why we have a 
double standard with regard to 
democracy in Eastern Europe as 
opposed to a simitar process in' 
the Middle East. It’s a question 
that deserves to be answered.

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Worrying about 
health can make 
a society sick

BRIARCLEFF MANOR, New 
York — Forget oat bran; forget 
even cholesterol. Chocolate sun- 
daes are good for you and fatty 
steaks even better. Or maybe that 
was true last month, but not this 
month. This month the word is 
that the asbestos that has been 
removed from pipes and walls at 
a cost of millions might not be so 
hazardous after all. And what 
was thought wonderful, fluori- 
dated water, may have spared 
people's teeth but exposed them 
to cancer. 

Just what the truth is here, I 
cannot pretend to know. What I 
do know is that Americans seem 
breathless to get the latest word. 
They act as if a failure to get tiie 
right information on oats, or 
asbestos, or salt, wifi make the 
difference between life and 
death. Perhaps ft will, bat it is at 
least as certain that the passion 
for daily updates on such matters 
has itself become a kind of skk- 


can try to erect — and no end to 
the way in which, sooner or later, 
those defenses must fafi. 

It is perfectly true that the 
hazards to health are multiple, 
and there is something to tiie 
paranoia that nature is out to get 
us. But it is no less true that even 
if an American has only a moder- 
ate interest in good health, bis or 
her chances of firing to old age 
are extraordinarily Ugh. 

More subtle than anxiety is tiie 
way a constant wony about sick- 
ness tikt n iT self-understand- 


ing. As Dr. Arthur Barsky has 
put it in his penetrating book. 


It is a sirfmess worth worrying 
about, and for three reasons. The 
first is the high cost of health 
care, a cost driven in part by 
intense _patient demand for the 
highest quality care and the meet- 
ing of each and every health care 
peed. When that demand is mar- 
ried to high-tech medicine, a 
powerful engine far driving up 
costs is set in motion. Americans 
havexome to expect their lives to, 
be saved, young and old, whatev- 
er tiie costs. 

The second reason for worry is 
the growing aversion to any and 
all human risks. White the mal- 
practice crisis in medicine is often 
blamed on greedy lawyers or 
bungling doctors, a most impor- 
tant but overlooked factor is that 
juries have become ever more 
sympathetic to claim* of harm 
and injury. This reflects a belief 
that if anything goes wrong, ft 
mart: be someone's fault. And 
someone has to recompense the 


The third cause for wo r ry is 
that the obsession with illness and 
aversion to risk create a steady 
state of anxiety . If we look on the 
world as frill of hazards to our 
health, constantly out to get us, 
there is no end to the defenses we 


“worried sick: Our Troubled 
Quest for Wellness”: “The more 
carefully we scrutinize ourselves 
for ailments, tiie more things we 
find wrong with us. The more we 
diet, the more frustrated we be- 
come with our flab. Though we 
live longer, we feel older soon- 
er... The more we equate health 
with total well-being, the more 
pervasive Alness becomes." 

Most middle-class Americans 
arc in fra shape, perfectly able to 
work, to love and to play. Yet 
Americans continue to poor 
money into medical research and 
care as if the country were in the 
midst of a great plague. America 
probably already has a sufficient- 
ly high level of general health for 
most purposes. If, through 
national health insurance, the 
poor could be taken care of, 
Americans would then have more 
than enough. 

Since we all know people who 
are sick and dying, how can I say 


such a thing? I say it because 
iHnfcgs, decline and death are part 
of tiie human experience, an in- 
tegral part of our very biology. 
No matter how much medical 
p ro g res s we make, there wifi al- 
ways be people who are ill and 
dying — later rather than sooon- 
er, one hopes, but always inevit- 
ably. The task of keeping people' 
alive, of curing their Qb, is end- 
less and infinite. Whatever we do, 
there will always be more to be 
done, and then more still. 

. We Americans need to come to 
grips with this reality. The failure 
to confront ft helps to ex plain 
why we remain dissatisfied in the 
face of great pr o gr e ss , why we 
can feel at ™Jr despite good 
health— The Los Angeles Times.

At their last summit meeting in 
Oman in December, GCC lead- 
ers seta three-year timetable to 
unify the tariffs that currently 
range between four per cent for 
countries tike the UAE and about 
20 pa cent imposed by Oman.

The group has repeatedly 
.urged the EC, its main trading 
partner, to lift duties on its re- 
latively cheaper petrochemical 
products to help reduce a trade 
deficit which reached $4.5 billion 


in 1988. 

Meanwhile, Gulf oil states 
have started to build up output 
capacity to meet growing world 
demand but face Imge costs in 
doing so, oil industry analysts 
say. 

While the rich producers like 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and Abu 
Dhabi, in the United Arab Emi- 
rates, might pay cadi on the table 
for their expansion schemes, 
qnailer oil states and war-dam- 
aged Iran and Iraq will need 
foreign help, the analysts stud. 

“The big Gulf states have de- 
cided to pay upfront the cost of 
raising output, as only they have 
the reserves to meet the pro- 
jected demand in die next 10 
years,” a Gulf-based oil industry 
analyst said. 

Despite a $2-5 per band in- 
crease in earnings and an extra 
two million bands per day (b/d) 
production last year, ofl revenues 
alone will not be enough to pay 
for the expansion schemes, the 
analyst said. 

Gulf states own two-thirds of 
the world’s known oil reserves. 
As output in most other parts of 
the world declines, the Gulf is 
expected to grab more market 
share by the year 2000. 

But a drop in demand in the 
1980s mothballed much Gulf ofl 
capacity. A great part of it rested 
up and became useless. 

Analysts estimate Saudi Arabia 
alone would have to spend be- 
tween $15 and $30 billion to raise 
its capacity to 10 mflhou h/d, 
what it was in 1980, from 6.5 

milK on DOW. 

Iraq and Iran have already seen 
the problems inherent in trying to 
keep up with the richer Gulf 


producers if they continue to in- 
sist on self-reliance. Both have 
started touting far foreign help. 

-Iraq tot week said foreign ofl 
c om p a nies were welcome to de-

CANBERRA (R) — The Soviet 
Union win embarir-ou a range of 
r e forms in the next five years, 
including the economic integra- 
tion of Eastern Europe with the 
West, to try to solve its crippling 
economic problems. Prime Minis- 
ter Nikolai Ryzhkov said 
Wednesday. 

“It is a difficult time for us 
because we are changing from 
one social order in our country to 
another. It is a difficult period, a 
painful period,” Ryzhkov told 
reporters. 

“We have come to a point that 
we have to implement fully re- 
forms we have outlined in the 
past,” he said. 

But the integration of the 
Soviet Union into the world eco- 
nomy remains a long way off with 
the convertibility of the rouble, 
the linchpin to Moscow’s accept- 
ance bv worid markets, still an 
impossibility, he said daring a trip 
to Canberra. 


“We are hoping th e rou ble will 
be c on ve r tible in the future... but 
we don’t know when,” Ryzhkov 
told the Austrafia-USSR Busi- 
ness Council earlier. 

Ryzhkov, the highest ranking 
Soviet official to visit Australia, 
said he hoped by 1995 the Soviet 
Union would be ready to join the 
world economy, but full integra- 
tion may take between 10 and 15 


Prime ministers from the com- 
munist trade bloc Comecon de- 
ckled at a meeting in Sophia 
earlier this year to convert their 
currencies and introduce world 
market prices by 1991. 

“These are some erf the mea- 
-sures we are taking to integrate 
into the worid economy,” Ryzh- 
kov said. 

“There was no incentive for 
fir ms to trade with Comecon 
countries because they are paid in 
roubles and they can’t buy any- 


Total integration of Comecon 
countries would probably take 
three or more years, be added. 

Ryzhkov ruled out similar re- 
forms -for the Soviet Union, 
saying if int rod u ced they, would 
force the closure of industries. . 

“We can’t compete in the 
worid e c onom y . To put our che- 
mical industry on world prices we 
would have to either dose down 
our whole chemical industry and 
have nothing at all — and that is 
of cdurse not possible or realistic 
— or provide government sub- 
riches,” he said. 

But Ryzhkov acknowledged 
the Soviet Union needed to move 
closer to world markets and said 
it would introduce price refor ms 
later this year. 

He said a “buying price” as 
close to worid market prices as 
the Soviet Union could afford 


would be established for Soviet 
goods, 

. tr When we have a buying price 

we will be able to deal on worid 
markets,” be said, 

■ Following up on a 1986 speech 
Soviet President Mikhail Gor-
